Children rescued 


Fire officers have praised the actions of a 
15-year-old boy following a fire at a house in 
Briar Hill, Northampton, on Monday morning. 
Fire crews from Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service were called to the property 
shortly before 7.10am, after the teenager 
called 999 to report a fire in the kitchen.

Facing an ongoing problem 


Lawrence John finds out 
how one university lecturer is 
fighting back against F0B0 


Fear of Being Off Line 
(FOBO) is fast becoming a 
21st century social malaise 
which students and even 
older people find themselves 
unable to break. 

It is the constant fear of 
missing out, of not seeing 
your Twitter/Facebook mes¬ 
sages, seeing the new Tweets 
or messages from your time 
line or friends, or not being 
constantly on the ball with 
what is happening online. 

You will see people walk¬ 
ing along the street con¬ 
stantly on their phones, 
either talking or part of 
Generation HD (Head 
Downers) reading on their 
phones. 

Many leave them switched 
on while they sleep so if 
they wake they can check 
their phone or tablet 

This FOBO has reached a 
stage where if a lecturer asks 
a student to turn their 
phone off they get a look 
which leaves them feeling as 
though their personal space 


has been invaded and how 
dare they be asked to lose 
contact with the outside 
world. 

One lecturer at the 
University of Northampton 
has decided to take tackle 
this FOBO and to show stu¬ 
dents they can use social 
media to get information 
useful to their education. 

Social media expert at 
the University of 
Northampton, Emma 
Rose said: “I have 
seen the distress in 
students faces 
when I have 
asked them to 
switch off their 
phones. 

“The student 
I asked 
turned it off 
but kept 

holding it in ^ 
his hand, 

touched the v 
phone, tapped ^ 
it and then 
turned it back on. 




“How does he 
and others expect 
to break this habit 
when they get into 
work? 

“What I am try¬ 
ing to do is to 
bring technology 
into the lecture. 

“I cannot fight 
I this FOBO - 
what I can do is 
try and channel 
this in a differ¬ 
ent way. 

“To be in a 
position where 
they can use 
the internet 
or Twitter for 


research purposes and use it 
to solve problems or get the 
right information. 

“They can use it by follow¬ 
ing my account and looking 
out for the # next to a topic 
so they can find the link and 
use it as part of their learn¬ 
ing. 

“This allows them to fol¬ 
low the # and then they 
can also download news 
apps. 

“What I am trying to say to 
my students is use your tab¬ 
lets/phone to support your 
learning 

“This is where technology 
can becoming a learning 
support and they can use it 


for something useful.” 

Some of her lectures are up 
to two hours long and as 
part of them she has built in 
a technology break where 
students can spend five 
minutes catching up on 
messages, Tweets and 
Facebook. 

She is aiming to provide a 
balance and have them real¬ 
ise technology is more than 
just their world of commu¬ 
nication. 

Emma added: “We talk 
about the pervasiveness of 
technology but we need to 
find a balance so it works for 
us all without being an 
addiction.

Drone’s near miss 
with light aircraft

A drone being flown above 
the permitted height limit 
nearly collided with a light 
aircraft flying at 170mph 
over Northants, investiga¬ 
tors have found. 

The UK Airprox Board, set 
up to enhance air safety in 
the UK, has published a 
report into an incident which 
happened 2,000ft up in the 
air above Byfield, on May 30. 

It details that the pilot of a 
Van’s RV-6 two-seater aircraft 
had to take ‘evasive action’ 
after spotting the drone, 


which flew past the left-hand 
side of his aircraft just 50ft 
away. 

The pilot described the 
drone as a ‘red and yellow, 
three-rotor drone’, which was 
the ‘type that can be easily 
bought in shops and not a 
commercial surveillance 
type vehicle’. 

But although he reported 
the near-miss, the drone 
could not be seen on radar 
and the operator could not be 
traced. 

The UK Airprox Board 
branded the risk rating a 
“category B”, meaning the 
aircraft’s security was 


compromised. 

The report stated that, 
according to air safety regu¬ 
lations, drones of this type 
are not allowed to be flown 
above 1,000ft. 

It concluded: “Although 
there was no radar data to 
measure the exact separa¬ 
tion, the Board thought it was 
clear from the pilot’s report 
that this was a fairly close 
encounter, and they assessed 
the risk as Category B, safety 
margins had been much 
reduced below the norm, but 
not quite to the point where 
separation had been reduced 
to the minimum.”

Plea to council: 
help save Town

A desperate plea to help 
save Northampton Town 
football club was made 
to Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council at a special 
council meeting this 
week. 

Around 70 Cobblers 
fans packed the public 
gallery of the Guildhall 
on Monday night for a 
30-minute debate focus¬ 
ing on the crisis sur¬ 
rounding the Sixfields 
stadium outfit. 

A Labour motion was 
put forward, calling on 
the local authority to ‘do 
whatever it can to help 
Northampton Town and 
the Supporters’ Trust’, 
and to ‘retrieve the £10.25 
million of public money’ 
which was loaned to the 



club. 

It also called on the 
audit committee to 
review the council’s poli¬ 
cies ‘in business arrange¬ 
ments of this nature’ in 
the future. 

The motion, put for¬ 
ward by the Labour 
Group, was unanimously 
approved by councillors. 

Also during the meet¬ 
ing the former general 
manager of Northam¬ 
pton Town - Tony Clarke 
- made a speech on 
behalf of the club’s sup¬ 


porters’ trust. 

He urged the council to 
do whatever it can to stop 
the Cobblers from going 
into liquidation for 
unpaid taxes totalling 
£166,000. 

He pleaded for the 
council to object to the 
winding-up petition by 
Her Majesty’s Revenue 
and Customs, set to be 
heard in the High Court 
on November 16, so it can 
try to help the club find a 
solution to the financial 
crisis. 

He said at the meeting: 
“I want to know that if a 
deal is not possible in 
this very short period of 
time, then the council 
will lodge an objection 
with the High Court 
against the winding up 
petition and call for an 
adjournment.” 


Tribute to pioneer of fans’ trusts 


The man who first res¬ 
cued Northampton 
Town football club from 
administration 23 years 
ago, Brian Lomax, has 
died of cancer, aged 67. 

The club announced 
the news on Monday, 
and paid tribute to the 
‘pioneer figure’ who 


founded the Cobblers’ 
Supporters Trust - the 
first ever. 

Northampton Town FC 
said Lomax will be sadly 
missed, and that he 
played a huge role in 
helping the Cobblers 
survive a difficult finan¬ 
cial period in the 1990s.

Cancer man meets 
with saviour Tom

An engineer from Kettering has met the 
retired head teacher whose life he saved by 
donating stem cells to him when he was suf¬ 
fering from cancer. 

Tom Wiltshire, 30, met Steve Goddard, 55, for 
the first time at an event hosted by blood can¬ 
cer charity Anthony Nolan to mark World 
Marrow Donor Day. 

Steve, who is married to Andrea and has two 
daughters, said: “I was nervous about meeting 
Tom; I just wanted to thank him and not to 
mess up the first moment. 

“I feel like I’m one of the lucky ones that 
there was someone like Tom who had the 
humanity to join the register, without him I 
wouldn’t be here now.” 

Steve first became unwell in early 2011. He 
experienced extreme fatigue and achy bones 


but was initially told that it was just a muscle 
injury. 

However, he then developed kidney failure 
because his body was producing too much 
calcium and he was diagnosed with myeloma, 
which is a form of blood cancer arising from 
plasma cells. Once Steve and Tom had been 
allowed to learn each others’ identities, they 
started to exchange emails and agreed to meet 
up. 

Steve said: “After six months, something 
miraculous happened. My body just started 
fighting. Within three or four months of being 
at my most ill, I just recovered. There must be 
something special in Tom’s cells. 

“What do you say to the person who saved 
your life? I just said thank you and he can 
never underestimate the gratitude I feel. I 
asked him what prompted him to join. Without 
that decision, I wouldn’t be here. I told him I 
was a dad, that I was in full remission, I 
enjoyed dog walking and mountain biking.”

Businesses in Northampton 
town centre are celebrating 
after voting for five more 
years of the Business 
Improve-ment District (BID), 
which will now see £1.5mil- 
lion of funding secured for 
the town centre. 

The ‘Yes’ result, announced 
last Friday, follows in depth 
interviews, surveys and work¬ 
shops with town centre busi¬ 
nesses to develop the BID pro¬ 
posal and business plan. This 
went to a month-long ballot, 
during which town centre 
businesses were asked to vote 
on whether to continue as a 
Business Improvement 
District (BID) from 2016. 

Sixty-nine per cent of votes 
cast voted in favour of the BID 


by total number of businesses, 
and 62 per cent of votes cast 
voted in favour of the BID by 
Rateable Value. There was a 31 
per cent turnout. 

Following the yes vote the 
town centre’s new BID will 
commence on January 1, 2016. 
Businesses will pay an annual 
levy and this collective pot of 
around £1.5million will be 
ring-fenced and invested in 
the town centre over the next 
five years. 

Jessica d’Aulerio, chair of the 
Northampton town centre 
BID and owner of town centre 
print business Tangerine Red, 
said: “This is superb news for 
Northampton town centre 
and a huge congratulations to 
all the businesses which ral¬ 
lied and joined forces to 
ensure we secured today’s yes 
vote.” 


AIR AMBULANCE 
MISSION REPORT 



Derbyshire, Leicestershire & 
Rutland Air Ambulance 
(DLRAA) and Warwickshire & 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance (WNAA) went out 
to a combined total of 41 
missions in the fortnight 
ending November 1. 

Road traffic collisions 
made up the majority of mis¬ 
sions, at 49 per cent of the 
missions they attended. 

Falls and medical emergen¬ 
cies jointly made up their 
second most frequent mis¬ 
sions, at 12 per cent of the 
total each. WNAA flew to 
Northampton on October 28 
after a young male fell from 
a third storey building. He 
was treated by WNAA med¬ 
ics before being flown to 
hospital in Coventry. 

A full 10 per cent of their 
missions were related to 
industrial accidents, and 
another 10 per cent were 
missions in the ‘other’ cate¬ 
gory.

Farewell to popular escapologist and locksmith 


One of the UK’s fore¬ 
most escapologists and 
locksmiths has died of 
cancer in Northampton. 

Mick Hanzlik, who ran 
the locksmith on 
Lutterworth Road for 
over 30 years and was 
the son of locksmith 
Josef, died on Sunday, 
November 1. 

His death came one 
day after the anniversa¬ 


ry of the death of his 
hero, the legendary 
escapologist Houdini. 

He was also a keen 
supporter of local radio 
and former radio col¬ 
league Steve Riches 
shared these memories 
of him: “Mick (as I) was 
one of the first people to 
help form Radio Nene 
Valley Hospital 
Broadcasting in the 


1970’s. He was full of 
energy, had a great 
sense of humour. 

“Mick and I were 
instrumental in re¬ 
arranging the moveable 
letters on the menu 
board into some very 
naughty meals. We 
never got caught. 

“He became one of 
the best locksmiths in 
the country. He was a 


highly respected mem¬ 
ber of the Magic Circle 
and his close-up magic 
was stunning. He’d bor¬ 
row a £10 note, then cut 
it into pieces and as you 
groaned in despair he’d 
shake it back to normal. 
He became an expert on 
Houduni. 

“Thanks Mick for 
some unforgettable 
times.” 


Inquest into two 
nightclub deaths

An eye witness who saw first 
hand the fatal crush which 
happened at the former Lava 
and Ignite nightclub in 
Northampton on October 18, 
2011, said; “There were peo¬ 
ple on top of people, no one 
was listening, everyone was 
in confusion.” 

These were the words of 
27-year-old, ChineduAniwho 
was giving evidence on the 
first day of a resumed 
inquests into the deaths of 
Nabila Nanfuka, 22, and 
Laurene-Danielle Jackson, 
19,which started today in the 
Courtroom Number 1, 
Sessions House, County Hall, 
George Row, Northampton 

Nabila Nanfuka and 
Laurene-Danielle Jackson 
died following an incident at 
the Lava and Ignite nightclub

Nabila Nanfuka, a student 
from, Neasden, North 
London, died at Northampton 
General Hospital on 
Wednesday, October 19, 2011. 

She was studying leisure 
and tourism at Northampton 
University. 

Laurene-Danielle Jackson, a 
student from Wembley, died 
at Leicester Glenfield Hospital 
on Sunday, November 6, 2011. 

She was studying psycholo¬ 
gy and criminology at 


mobility scooter, which was 
parked outside the shop. 

She challenged him, but he 
became abusive, threw the 
scooter across the road, 
punched the woman, then 
pushed her over the scooter. 

She was left with cuts and 
bruises and was very dis- 


Kingston University. 

In her opening remarks to 
the jury, HM Coroner Belinda 
Cheney warned the jury of 
their responsibilities. 

She told the jury of six 
women and four men: “This 
inquest is not a public inquiry 
but an inquest into death. 

“It is a fact finding inquest 
and not a trial.” 

Giving his evidence, 
27-year-old, Chinedu Ani 
said: “Over 100 people were 
rammed on the staircase, no 
one could move they were 
stuck. People were on top of 
people, it didn’t make any 
sense at the time. People were 
crying and screaming, they 
looked like they were run¬ 
ning out of breath. There was 
not enough help at all.” 

The resumed inquest into 
the deaths of Nabila Nanfuka 
and Laurene-Danielle 
Jackson is expected to last 
until November 18.

A group of Northampton 
artists armed with brushes, 
pencils and pastels is 
embracing the worldwide 
phenomenon of drawing 
towns, cities and villages on 
location. 

University of Northampton 
lecturer Jean Edwards, of 
Abington, is leading a group 
called Drawing Outside: 
Northants - which is part of 
the international movement 
Urban Sketchers. 

The global community, 
which was started on picture 
sharing site Flickr in 2007 by

Speaking of the sketches, 
Jean, a former primary 
school teacher and currently 
a senior lecturer in the 
school of education, said: 

“In some ways we were quite 
surprised - the town looked 
great in its autumnal col¬ 
ours and it was quite quiet 
so we could sit and draw 
easily. 


“Rob and Tessa from 
Birmingham helped us 
see the town through new 
eyes as neither had visited 
before, and compared 
the Guildhall to buildings in 
Oxford. 

“I think we found that 
when you sit there and real¬ 
ly look, as you have to when 
drawing, it really makes you 
appreciate the buildings and 
landscape in a different way. 

“One thing I liked was that 


most of us had drawn the 
Guildhall so it was interest¬ 
ing to see the different ways 
we had represented it. 

“I do think there are some 
great things to draw in 
Northampton, especially 
when you look above the 
shop fronts - its so varied. 

“The part where we all look 
at each other’s art at the end 
of each meeting is always 
good because you can learn 
such a lot looking at how 
other artists draw and 
paint.”

The site of the former Greyfriars 
Bus Station in Northampton has 
generated a ‘huge amount of inter¬ 
est’, with more than 100 requests 
for information. 

Northampton Borough Council’s 
Cabinet will hear a report on pro¬ 
gress at the site, once home to the 
‘Mouth of Hell’, during a meeting 
on Wednesday, November 11. 

Following the demolition of the 
bus station in March, work started 
on preparing the site for develop¬ 
ment, and July saw the start of mar¬ 
keting activity. 

The original deadline for expres¬ 
sions of interest was October 9, but 
due to the high interest, this was 
extended to November 6. 

Developers have been invited to 
put forward their suggestions for 
what they believe will work on the 
site, and three or four of these pro¬ 
posals will be shortlisted. 

Cllr Tim Hadland, borough coun¬ 
cil cabinet member for regenera¬ 


tion, enterprise and planning, said: 
“This is aprime site in Northampton 
town centre, and a very rare oppor¬ 
tunity for developers. 

“I’m not surprised it has generat¬ 
ed so much interest, we now need 
to make sure that whichever pro¬ 
posals are shortlisted will be of 
most benefit to the town. 

“We have already taken some 
bold measures to boost the town 
centre’s fortunes - including 
increased free parking and our 
Business Incentive Scheme - and 
regeneration of the Greyfriars site 
is another key milestone.” 

Greyfriars is a major project with¬ 
in the Northampton Alive regener¬ 
ation programme, and shortlisted 
bidders will work closely with the 
council’s project team to develop 
their proposals, which can then go 
out for public consultation ahead 
of final Cabinet approval. 

The shortlist is expected to be 
announced in late December or 
early January, with final submis¬ 
sions expected by the end of 
February 2016. A developer will be 
appointed by May.

999 calls could be 
taken over by G4S

Northamptonshire Police's 
force control room could be 
outsourced to a private secu¬ 
rity firm, it has been revealed. 

Staff were told this week that 
G4S has been asked to carry 
out a ‘feasibility study’ into 
the call handing and despatch 
and contact mannagement for 
Northants, Leicestershire and 
Nottinghamshire Police 
forces. 

The move, which was 
announced on Monday by the 
public service union ‘Unison’, 
comes ahead of the 
Government’s spending 
review. 


The review, which will take 
place on November 25, is set 
to outline £20 billion worth of 
budget cuts over the next five 
years. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Andy Frost, of Northants 
Police, said: “As part of the 
principle of a three-force 
Strategic Alliance, G4S has 
been asked to carry out a fea¬ 
sibility study into Contact 
Management. 

“The approach has been 
made to allow the three forces 
to gain information about 
what G4S might be able to 
offer in terms of service deliv¬ 
ery, in areas such as call han¬ 
dling, despatch and contact 
management, without the 


need for any commitment or 
impact on current structures. 

“I want to reiterate that this 
is only research at the 
moment, under the principle 
of a Strategic Alliance, to 
allow informed decisions 
about opportunities that 
other agencies could offer. No 
commitment has been made 
to accept their suggestions, 
and we have not signed up to 
use their service. 

“We will be reviewing all 
areas of the business, as part 
of developing what a Strategic 
Alliance looks like, and our 
service to the public will be at 
the heart of what we do.” 

Unison said it is ‘opposed’ to 
the plans. 


‘Nuisance’ family is evicted 


A family was evicted from a 
Kettering Borough Council 
property for allowing drugs to 
be present at the property as 
well as ‘causing misery’ to the 
neighbours with continued 
acts of anti-social behaviour. 

Despite a court order 
secured last year banning the 


tenant Kelly Davies, her part¬ 
ner John-Paul McKeegans and 
their children from further 
breaches of tenancy, drugs 
were recovered following 
three search warrants at the 
address in recent months. 

Neighbours complained 
about the ‘high numbers of 


people’ visiting the property, 
as well as the ‘nuisance’ 
caused to them by the ‘behav¬ 
iour of the children’. 

The council said it ‘worked 
closely’ with Northants Police 
to ‘resolve the situation’ and 
‘improve the quality of life for 
neighbouring residents’.

Where Busby recovered from Munich 



AFTER a rocky season last year, 
Manchester United are riding 
high in the Premier League table 
and looking to regain their 
tile-winning form under Louis 
van Gaal. 

But he’s got some big shoes to 
fill - not just Alex Ferguson’s, 
but for those with longer 
memories, Sir Matt Busby. One 
of the greatest managers of all 
time, Busby’s managerial 


records and longevity at the 
helm are surpassed only by Sir 
Alex. 

During the early 1950s, his 
team picked up the affectionate 
nickname the Busby Babes, 
because of the youthfulness of 
many of the players. But after a 
European Cup tie against Red 
Star Belgrade on February 6, 
1958, their plane crashed on the 
runway in Munich, leaving eight 


players and three club officials 
among the 21 people dead. 

Busby suffered multiple 
injuries and twice received the 
last rites, but recovered from his 
injuries, going onto successfully 
rebuild United, famously lifting 
the European Cup in 1968. He 
died in 1994, aged 84. 

The home the injured Busby 
returned to two months after the 
disaster, in Chorlton-cum-Hardy 
outside Manchester, is now up 
for sale for £375,000. 

It’s a detached three-bedroom 
house on a large corner plot 
which, subject to planning 
permission, could house a small 
separate bungalow, according to 
estate agent Ashton Rains.

Sanatorium 
where Bryson 
fell for Britain 


T ravel writer Bill 
Bryson has been 
laying into his 
adopted country while 
promoting his new 
book, criticising the National 
Trust for fleecing tourists as 
well as the “quietly disgraceful 
behaviour of the British”. 

The American Anglophile 
moaned he was made to stump 
up £32 before he got to see the 
famous Neolithic stone circle in 
Avebury, and also criticised a 
smartly dressed woman in a 
Keswick cafe who left a lOp tip 
for her £20 tea. 

The damning tales appear in 
Bryson’s new book, The Road to 
Little Dribbling, More Notes 
from a Small Island - 20 years 


after the first instalment was 
published and made the writer 
a household name. 

In his new book, he details 
the time he spent working as a 
porter in Holloway Sanatorium, 
Virginia Water, where the very 
wealthy who suffered mental 
illness were able to reside in 
relative luxury in a secure 
NHS-owned hospital. 

Bryson has very fond 
memories of the sanatorium, as 
he met his wife Cynthia while 
living there. And although 
Holloway was full of long-term 
patients who were “quite mad”, 
he loved the quintessential 
Englishness of the place. 

It closed its doors in the 


1980s, and after years of neglect, 
was redeveloped as private 
housing. Set in 25 acres with 
24-hour gated security, Virginia 
Park, was reopened 20 years ago 
with community leisure 
facilities including a swimming 
pool, Jacuzzi, gym, tennis court 
and sports hall. 

A two-bedroom apartment is 
now up for sale in the Grade I 
listed Gothic pile at £935,000. It’s 
got a reception hall, sitting 
room, kitchen/breakfast room, 
master bedroom with luxury 
en-suite as well as secure 
underground parking for three 
cars.

ARE you a Britpop fan who 
worships at the album covers of 
Blur and Pulp’s long players 
Parklife, The Great Escape and 
Different Class? Then the 11 
mews houses for sale on the 
Goldhawk Road in Shepherd’s 
Bush at the moment would make 
the ideal London pad. 

Being sold as the Townhouse 
Mews development, they are all 
within the large building that 
used to house The Townhouse 
recording studio. The 
three-studio facility was built in 
1978 to house Richard Branson’s 
fast-expanding Virgin Records 
empire and is where an 
eye-boggling list of Britpop and 
other recording artists laid down 
tracks. 

As well as Blur and Pulp, 
other groups who recorded at the 
studios included Suede, The 
Jam, Oasis, Coldplay, Muse, 
Duran Duran, Queen, 

Cranberies, Cure, Placebo and 
Kaiser Chiefs. 

One of the 20th century’s most 
famous and biggest-selling 
singles, Candle in the Wind, was 
recorded by Elton John at the 


studios in the hours following 
Princess Diana’s funeral in 1997. 

The property was owned by 
Virgin until EMI bought out 
Branson in the early 1990s and 
subsequently sold the studio on 
to an independent, which ceased 
recording there in 2008. It then 
remained empty and unused 
until 2014 when an Irish 


developer snapped it up for £7.5 
million. 

Each of the large, 
contemporary-designed mews 
homes have four bedrooms and 
are on the market for £2.15 
million.

Blyton's hotel going for £15m 



ENID Blyton might not be the 
most fashionable children’s 
author, but many youngsters 
still delight in the adventures of 
Julian, Dick, Anne, Georgina 
and their dog Timmy - cultural 
icons more than 70 years after 
they first appeared in print. 

She’d find inspiration for the 
Famous Five’s thrilling tales 
while holidaying at her favourite 
hotel. In fact, Blyton was such a 


fan of Knoll House Hotel that her 
family would visit three or four 
times a year, often for weeks at a 
time. 

The first of her Famous Five 
books, Five On A Treasure 
Island, published in 1942, 
features a ruined castle that’s 
based on Corfe Castle just a few 
miles from the hotel on the 
Dorset coast, while Whispering 
Island in 1962’s Five Have A 


Mystery To Solve was modelled 
on Brownsea Island in Poole 
Harbour, which the hotel 
overlooks. 

Over the years the family 
getaway has played host to other 
famous guests including author 
Roald Dahl, actor Michael 
Gambon and Sir Richard 
Branson. 

Built in the early 1900s, it’s 
been in the same family since 
1959. Now owners Michael and 
Christopher Ferguson have 
decided to sell up, and the 1930s 
style property, surrounded by 
woodland with sea views and 
direct access to a four-mile 
sandy beach, is on the market 
for £15m. 

It’s not changed much since 
Enid Blyton’s visits and is still 
very old-school. 

It boasts a spa, heated outdoor 
pool, children’s playground, 
tennis courts, nine-hole pitch 
and putt golf course.

Suzuki delivers a citycar 
that might just appeal to 
those who view spending 
on cars as cash down the 
drain. Jonathan Crouch 
takes a look. 

Introduction 

The Suzuki Celerio aims to 
offer the interior space of 
the Splash with the price and 
economy of the Alto. Such 
attempts are usually doomed 
to failure, but the Celerio, 
with its perky 1.0-litre 
three cylinder engines, big 
spec list and optional AGS 
transmission, looks to be 
made of all the right stuff. 

Background 

Suzuki has had a tough time 
in the past few years and when 
pressed, its UK importers tend 
to hold up their hands and put 
the blame squarely on global 
exchange rates. Yes, those 
same exchange rates that saw 
Daihatsu pull out of the UK 
and Subaru discover that the 
relative strength of the yen 
versus the pound made its cars 
as expensive as some BMWs 
and Audis. We have every 
sympathy for Suzuki. 


Subaru were pretty much 
hosed for a while because all 
of their manufacturing base 
was in Japan, so they bore 
the full brunt of the fiscal 
fluctuations. Suzuki has 
boxed a bit cleverer and has 
leveraged its longstanding 
association with Maruti in 
India to bring us the Celerio 
citycar. Can it compete with 
some very sophisticated 
rivals in the UK? More to 
the point, does it actually 
need to? 


Driving Experience 

The core engine in the 
Celerio range is a 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder petrol unit 
developing a total of 66bhp at 
6,000rpm and 89Nm of torque 
at 3,500rpm, so you’re going 
to need to give the throttle 
pedal a bit of treatment to 
get anywhere. Especially if 
you opt for it with the brand’s 
efficient AGS automatic 
gearbox. This system 
features an Intelligent Shift 
Control Actuator positioned 


at the top of the transmission 
that operates the gearshift and 
clutch automatically. With 
AGS, the driver can enjoy the 
ease driving of an automatic 
in city traffic, but without 
any loss in fuel efficiency or 
increase in C0 2 emissions 
that would normally be the 
case with a conventional 
torque converter equipped 
automatic transmission. 
There’s even a low speed 
‘creep’ facility which allows 
the car to move in gear 


without the accelerator being 
applied, ideal in slow traffic 
and when parking. 

The alternative Celerio 
powerplant is another 
1.0-litre petrol unit with the 
same output, this one using 
Suzuki’s more efficient 
Dualjet technology. Power 
goes to the front wheels via 
a five-speed manual gearbox 
at first, but we suspect that 
most UK buyers will want 
to talk to their dealer about 


matching the Dualjet engine 
technology to Suzuki’s Auto 
Gear Shift (AGS). 

Design and Build 

The Celerio probably isn’t 
going to turn too many heads, 
being a fairly generic-looking 
citycar in the modem mould. 
That’s not to say its styling 
lacks merit, just that it’s 
nothing too adventurous. The 
most notable flourishes are 
probably the deeply sculpted 
flanks, with an arcing swage 
line that runs just below the 
door handles. The front grille 
is unusual, with a three-bar 
design that kinks upwards at 
each extremity into the big 
headlight pods. 

The body measures just 
3,600mm from stem to 
stern and 1,600mm wide, so 
parking it shouldn’t present 
too much of a difficulty. A 
height of 1,530mm and a 
non-slanting roofline affords 
respectable headroom for 
occupants. The 2,425mm 
long wheelbase provides a 
tandem distance of 743mm, 
which gives plenty of space in 
the cabin for five occupants. 
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The boot is vast for a citycar, 
with a capacity of 254-litres. 

Market and Model 

The Celerio has pensioned 
off both the Splash and the 
Alto in the Suzuki range, 
which is quite a weight of 
responsibility to land on 
its narrow shoulders. Built 
in Thailand, it’s clearly 
targeting the value end of 
the citycar market. Prices 
start at around £7,000 for the 
SZ2 version, rising to around 



£9,000 for the plushest SZ4. 
If you’re happy with the 
mid-range SZ3, then your 
dealer will offer you the 
option of Suzuki’s more 
efficient ‘Dualjet’ 1.0-litre 
petrol engine - for a price 
premium of around £500. 
If instead, you had your 
eye on the top SZ4, there’s 
the advantage that this trim 
level comes with the option 
of efficient AGS automatic 
transmission - for an £800 
premium. This system 
features an Intelligent Shift 
Control Actuator positioned 
at the top of the gearbox that 


operates the gearshift and 
clutch automatically. 

Standard specification high¬ 
lights for the Celerio SZ3 
include six airbags (Driver, 
passenger, side and curtain), 
ESP stability control, air 
conditioning, alloy wheels, 
DAB Radio, CD Tuner, USB, 
Bluetooth connectivity and 
remote central locking. The 
even higher equipped SZ4 
model adds polished alloy 
wheels, rear electric windows, 
front fog lamps, body coloured 
door mirrors and chrome front 
grille. The Celerio is offered in 


six colours, of which five are 
optional metallic finish and 
one a standard solid colour. 

Cost of Ownership 

The standard 1.0-litre triple 
engine makes some very 
respectable figures, eking 
65.7 miles from a gallon of 
unleaded and emitting just 
99g/km of carbon dioxide. 
Go for the AGS-equipped 
automatic model and there’s 
no running cost penalty. 

If you’re happy with a 
stick-shift and don’t mind a 
modest £500 price premium, 


then Suzuki’s more modem 
Dualjet 1.0-litre petrol engine 
is a better bet in this car. This 
engine incorporates twin fuel 
injectors for improved fuel 
economy; Dualjet technology 
positions the fuel injectors 
very close to the engine inlet 
valves and allows for a finer 
fuel mixture which in turn 
provides a more effective 
transfer into the engine. 
This unit also incorporates 
a stop start facility when 
stationary. In Dualjet form, 
this Suzuki’s combined cycle 
fuel consumption improves 
to 78.5mpg, while the C0 2 


return is enhanced to 84g/km. 
That’ll make such a Celerio 
the cleanest and most fuel 
efficient new car on sale for 
less than £10,000. 

Summary 

The Suzuki Celerio is always 
going to be overshadowed by 
state of the art city slickers 
like the Volkswagen Up or 
the Renault Twingo, but it 
was never really designed to 
compete with the more high- 
end offerings of the citycar 
sector. It’s easy to overlook the 
fact that after the Hyundai ilO 
and the Volkswagen Up, the 
biggest selling citycar in the 
UK in 2014 was the Suzuki 


Alto. The Celerio looks set to 
do even better than the Alto, 
with its super-low emissions 
and clever transmission. 

If you want a car that is utterly 
no-nonsense, easy to use and 
which we’d bet will prove 
to be extremely reliable, 
the Celerio demonstrates 
that these qualities needn’t 
cost you the earth. The fact 
that it’s well-equipped and 
is incredibly cheap to run is 
just the icing on the cake. It 
might not seem an obvious 
hit on first acquaintance, but 
give this one time. We think 
it could be the sleeper hit of 
the year.

Northampton Town fans have shown the 
true meaning of their “proud to be” ter¬ 
race chant with a spectacular fundrais¬ 
ing effort for the Supporters’ Trust which 
topped £21,000 at the time of writing. 

The Cobblers face a winding up petition 
in the High Court over an unpaid HMRC 
tax bill of around £166,000 and with the 
massive problem of the missing £10.25 
million stadium loan, the Northampton 
Town Supporters’ Trust have moved 
quickly to plan for any contingency. 

What we are seeing emerging is a new, 
do-it-yourself attitude from Cobblers 
fans, after years on the sidelines looking 
on at a club run by the Cardoza family. 

The Supporters’ Trust too has found 
itself inundated with offers of support 
and enhanced by new members into the 
organisation, the first of its kind when 
set up in 1992. 

On Tuesday the Trust moved to call on 
Northampton Borough Council to for¬ 
mally object to the winding up petition 
from HMRC. The Trust statement 
demanded the Council produce an objec¬ 
tion so that all parties “can work towards 
a better outcome, and allow time for the 
Trust to come up with an alternative 
package if needs be.” 

Indeed, the Trust highlighted its proac¬ 
tive stance in another statement which 
outlined its intent to “work with admin¬ 
istrators to rescue the club” and/or form 
“a new phoenix club” for supporters if 
the worst comes to worst. 

A couple of years ago, the Supporters’ 
Trust could not have envisaged taking 
over the running of the club, but that is 
something that is clearly not beyond the 
realms of possibility now. 

This is without mentioning the mam¬ 
moth and truly heart-warming efforts of 
individual fans to spread the 
#SaveTheCobblers message with the 
Trust having its own Twitter fundraising 
site @savethecobblers.

Saturday. 

He said: “For whatever reason, 
we find ourselves in this position 
and it is difficult. It’s not ideal, but 
we’re no different to steel workers 
or whatever, something happens 
and you just have to get on with it. 

“It’s easy to throw in the towel, 
it’s easy to throw your toys out of 
the pram, but we’re trying to be 
professional and so you do your 
job the best that you can even 
though you’re not getting paid. 

“I don’t think that we’re any dif¬ 
ferent to anybody else. You work 
for that wage and even though 


we’re not getting it we still do that 
because we know that once it’s all 
sorted out, we will get paid.” 

Unfortunately for Knill, this isn’t 
the first time during his time in 
football that a club of his has got¬ 
ten into financial difficulty. 

While he was manager at 
Rotherham United, the Millers 
went into administration, with 
only an eleventh-hour interven¬ 
tion by a consortium of local busi¬ 


nessmen keeping them in busi¬ 
ness. 

While former Oxford United 
Chairman Kelvin Thomas has 
confirmed his interest in taking 
over at Northampton, there 
doesn’t appear to be a speedy res¬ 
olution to the saga. 

However, Knill claims money 
isn’t everything to the players, 
adding: “Once they go on to 
the pitch, they’re not doing it for 


the money. 

“They’re doing it because they 
really enjoy playing football, and I 
think that the biggest thing we’ve 
got in the changing room is that, 
we’re all money-motivated, but 
probably the thing that drives us 
most is that we love football. 

“I don’t think for a minute that 
how much they’re getting paid or 
how much they’re not getting paid 
comes into it.”

It’s said time flies when you’re having 
fun, and the last six weeks have cer¬ 
tainly rushed past - in the end the 
Rugby World Cup had the finish it 
deserved with what was arguably its 
best-ever final. 

New Zealand took the crown with a 
34-17 triumph over old enemies 
Australia, in a match they effectively 
had to win twice after the Wallabies 
hauled themselves back into the contest 
in the second half. 

Some of the rugby on display at 
Twickenham last Saturday was majestic 
- the tries scored by Ma’a Nonu and 
Tevita Kuridrani, plus Conrad Smith’s 
kick ahead for Beaudan Barrett’s clinch¬ 
er. 

My personal favourite, however, was 
Dan Carter’s drop goal with the game 
poised at 21-17 as he made a difficult 
piece of skill look effortless, landing a 
perfect strike from more than 40 metres. 

Leaving the international rugby scene 
was Northampton Saints’ new signing 
Victor Matfield, who captained South 
Africa to a 24-13 victory over Argentina 
at the Olympic Stadium, that secured 
third place for the Springboks. 

The 2015 World Cup is certainly one 
that will live long in the memory for the 
wonderful rugby that was displayed. 
Here are a few highlights of what was a 
brilliant tournament. 

Best player: That man Carter. In the 
knockout stages, he was untouchable 
and European rugby will be truly bless¬ 
ed with his presence. 

Best try: fulian Savea’s Lomu-esque 
score against France in the quarter 
finals was jaw-dropping, but you can’t 
beat a Fijian long-range special and the 
move rounded off by Niki Goneva 
against Wales just shades it for me. 

Biggest revelation: This has to be 
japan. They started by stunning South 
Africa and went on to win hoards of 
admirers worldwide for their whirlwind- 
fast style of play. 



The A] Bell Stadium continued to be a bogey 
ground for the Northampton Saints last 
Sunday, as they went down at the home of the 
Sale Sharks for the third season in a row, in a 
20-13 defeat.

Within five minutes of the second half, the 


Saints had a mountain to climb when Mike 
Haley sent a kick ahead high into the sky and 
Will Addison was somehow able to gather in 
all kinds of space and score under the posts. 

The visitors put themselves back in the game 
in the 54th minute, as Kahn Fotuali’i quickly 
recycled, after Ben Foden had been tackled a 
few metres short out on the right, to give Myler 
an easy run-in. 

In the end, all it meant was they came out of 
a disappointing afternoon in Salford with a 
losing bonus point.

It has been a sluggish start to the 
season for Northampton Saints, 
but their fly-half Stephen Myler 
is looking forward to what prom¬ 
ises to be a key clash against 
Premiership champions Sara¬ 
cens on Saturday. 

While it’s too early in the season 
to say it’s a must-win match for 
the Saints, a positive result for 
them is important, after losing 
two of their opening three games 
of the campaign. 

It is also the first match of the 
season back at Franklin’s Gardens 
after the completion of the new 
Barwell Stand, and the atmos¬ 
phere is likely to be loud and 
proud on match day. 

Myler said: “It’s obviously a 
massive game, not only for being 
back at our home ground for the 
first time this season. 

“Saracens are champions for a 
reason; they have a champion 
team and it’s a massive test for us, 
but we’re very excited about being 
back at the Gardens and getting 
the crowd behind us. Hopefully, 
we can put in a performance 
that’s worthy of a good win.” 

Saracens were also the last team 
to visit Franklin’s Gardens back in 
May, and on that occasion the 
visitors broke the Saints by win¬ 
ning 29-24 and ending their 
defence of their Premiership title. 

Myler is adamant that that 
match hasn’t been mentioned 
this week, adding: “We talk about 


similar things every time we play 
Saracens. They’re always close 
games and on the whole we’ve 
had success against them in 
recent seasons. 

“Unfortunately the one game we 
lost against them last year was in 
the semi-final, but that’s the way 
it goes. Against teams like this it’s 
a case of who plays the best on the 
day is generally going to win. 

“In the semi-final we didn’t play 
better than them and they 
deserved the win on that day. 

“In the league season we had 


two wins over them as well, so we 
know we’re capable of beating 
them, but we’ve got to play better 
than we have been.” 

One of the key battles on 
Saturday will be Myler coming 
head to head with England inter¬ 
national Owen Farrell, who pro¬ 
duced a superb display in last sea¬ 
son’s semi-final. 

Myler knows this will not be the 
only area where the game will be 
won and lost, but is looking for¬ 
ward to coming up against Farrell. 

He said: “You always look for¬ 


ward to coming up against your 
rivals, particularly with Owen, 
who is obviously a very good play¬ 
er and those are the kind of 
match-ups you want to go against. 

“But it’s important for myself to 
not focus on just him, because it’s 
not about that - it’s Northampton 
against Saracens. 

“The nature of my position is to 
help my team function as best as I 
can, and we believe here that 
we’re more than a match for any¬ 
body and we can give Saracens a

Northampton Saints have 
announced that Louis Picamoles, 
one of the leading number eights in 
world rugby, will join the club from 
the beginning of the 2016/17 season. 

The 29-year-old France internation¬ 
al will sign from Toulouse next sum¬ 
mer after spending seven years at the 
Stade Ernest-Wallon having begun 
his career with Montpellier. 

He has been a force of nature for 
club and country winning 51 caps 
since making his debut against 
Ireland in 2008, and was one the few 
French players to come out of the 
Rugby World Cup with his reputation 
enhanced in what was otherwise a 
disappointing tournament for Les 
Bleus. 

Picamoles was part of the Toulouse 
side that won the Heineken Cup in 
2010, and he won back-to-back Top 14 
titles in the following two seasons 
under head coach Guy Noves, who is 
about to become his new national 
team boss. 

Northampton’s director of rugby 
Jim Mallinder said: “Louis is a world 
class player and a proven performer 
at the highest level of club and inter¬ 
national rugby. 

“He was France’s standout perform¬ 
er at the World Cup and we’re excited 
by the prospect of him linking up 
with the quality players we have here 
already. 

“He is still young and we believe 
that his best years are still to come. 


When we met it was clear that he has 
the drive and ambition to improve 
and be successful, and we’re delight¬ 
ed that he will be doing that here with 
us at Franklin’s Gardens. 

“Louis is a fantastic addition to the 
squad and his signing is a real coup 
for the club as we look to continually 
improve and compete at the highest 
level, both in the Aviva Premiership 
and in Europe.” 

Picamoles came up against 
Northampton during his Montpellier 
days in the 2008/09 European 
Challenge Cup, when he was on the 
wrong end of 51-7 and 28-24 defeats. 

The Saints have missed the destruc¬ 
tive force of Samu Manoa so far this 
season after the American wrecking 
ball departed for European champi¬ 
ons Toulon at the end of the last cam¬ 
paign. 

While bringing star quality to 
Franklin’s Gardens next year, 
Picamoles will also add a huge 
amount of power at the back of the 
scrum when he does arrive. 

Speaking about the move, Picamoles 
said: “It is going to be an honour to 
become part of a club as prestigious 
as the Saints. 

“I’m really looking forward to learn 
more about the club, my future team 
mates, to play in the Aviva Premiership 
and to immerse myself in the English 
culture, especially my first big derby 
against Leicester. 

“I’m really ambitious to win titles 
and I’m convinced that I will do this 
with the Saints. The club has ah the 
coaches, players and staff to reach the 
top of the sport in England and in 
Europe, and I’m looking forward to 
arriving at Franklin’s Gardens.” 


Jim Mallinder is adamant it is time to put 
Northampton Saints back on the European 
map, although he admits that is easier said 
than done. 

“We are really looking forward to the 
Champions Cup,” he said. “European rugby 
is always a big part of Northampton Saints. 


“We have got a good record, we have 
won the competition in the past and a few 
years ago got through to a really exciting 
final against Leinster which we unfortunately 
lost. It is tough, uncompromising, but it is 
good...”

If he can’t play, then we’ve 
got Joe Clarke who can come in, 
while Richard Batchelor and Steve 
Diggin are back from suspension.”
